"Alphabet Soup" 
The WPA in Mattapoisett 

By Virginia Morgan 

When President Franklin D. Roosevelt took office 
in 1933, he created many programs to give relief, create 
jobs and stimulate economic recovery for the United 
States. These programs were called "Alphabet Soup" as 
well as the "New Deal." 

Many of the programs proved helpful to 
Mattapoisett and its residents. One of the most helpful 
here was the WPA (Works Progress Administration), 
which ran from 1933 to 1943. This agency provided work 
for eight million Americans. 

Prior to the WPA was the PWA (Public Works 
Administration) which ran from 1933 to 1939, "hoping to 
pump prime the world economy by creating jobs, revive 
production and lead to more consumer spending." The 
PWA laimched projects such as The Grand Coulee Dam 
on the Columbia River. 

Other programs from the "Alphabet Soup" 
known in this area were the Civilian Conservation Corps 
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FREE ESTIMATES 
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(CCC), 1934-1937, an environmental program designed to 
maintain and restore forests. This put 2.5 million men to 
work earning $1 a day. Similar programs put 8,500 
women to work. The 1938 Fair Labor Standard Act 
banned child labor and set a minimum wage (originally 
25 cents per hour) and maximum work week (originally 
44 hours) for interstate commerce workers. The FDIC, the 
1933 Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation Act, guaran- 
teed insurance of savings accounts up to $5,000. This act 
restored faith in the banks. 

Others included: FHA (Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration of 1934), created by the National Housing Act to 
insure bank mortgages; and the Indian Reorganization of 
1934, which ended the sale of tribal land and restored

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ownership of imallocated lands to Native American 
groups. This act was a positive one for Native Americans. 
The Securities Exchange Act of 1934 created a commission 
which gave authority to regulate stock exchanges and 
investment advisers. 

The most important act for Americans in the 
1930s (and still is today) was passage of the Social Secu- 
rity Act (SSA) of 1935. This act established a system that 
provided old-age pensions for workers, survivors benefits 
for victims of industrial accidents, employment insurance 
and care for dependent mothers and children, the blind 
and physically disabled. Although the original SSA did 
not cover farm and domestic workers, it did help millions 
of Americans feel more secure. 

Most of these programs are still in effect today. 
However, other programs that were created in the 1930s 
have disappeared over time as not being effective in 
today's economy. 

WPA projects done in Mattapoisett included work 
for the Highway Department, Water Department and the 
local school, as well as beautification projects; sidewalks 
and curbing on Main Street and Church Street; Nye's 
Cove excavation, regrade, and a new force main with 
2,700 feet of pipe giving 19 cottages a better flow of water 
and fire protection; work at the pumping station; painting 
Town Hall; grade and widen Crystal Spring Road, An- 
gelica Avenue, Park Street, and Acushnet Road. 

Also done: 600-foot water main on River Road; 
water pipes on Pico Beach, Crescent Beach, and Cathaway

Lane; widen and eliminate curves on Mattapoisett Neck 
Road and the approach to Vaughan Bridge; water pipe 
extensions on Park Street, Mechanic Street, River Road, 
and Mattapoisett Neck Road. Additionally, gypsy moth 
and mosquito spraying was done in the town's beach 
areas. 

At Center School, a new toilet was installed, the 
classrooms were painted, and the school yard was graded 
for a baseball field. Following the September 1938 hurri- 
cane, a great deal of rehabilitation work was done, such as 
clearing and trimming brush. At Long and West Wharves, 
two sets of seven steps each were built. 

Women in Mattapoisett, as well as other towns, 
were given work sewing clothes that were later distrib- 
uted to needy families. The distribution of food was 
continued until 1938, and a sample year of 1937 consisted 
of 5,613 pounds of grapefruit; 1,044 pounds of prunes; 510 
dozen eggs; 270 pounds of dry peas; 612 pounds of butter; 
240 two-pound cans of vegetables; 775 pounds of grapes; 
1,397 pounds of sweet potatoes; 1,240 pounds of corned 
beef; 3,024 pounds of apples; 528 cans evaporated milk; 
264 cans grapefruit juice; 240 pounds of cereal; 648 
pounds frozen fish; 455 pounds skim milk; 1,323 pounds 
flour; 560 pounds of oatmeal; and 4,640 pounds of pota- 
toes. Also distributed were 1,549 articles of clothing. 
(Note: It seems the food consisted of healthy foods). 

George Longmore, Seletmen's Agent to oversee 
the WPA and other government programs, said: 
"Mattapoisett has acquired many new and improved 
roads, sidewalks and water mains and has improved and 
beautified the town in so many ways. Every single man, 
woman and child has benefitted directly or indirectly 
from the WPA program. We are deeply grateful for the 
cooperation of the federal officials which made this 
possible."

of the CPA Committee. "We started out with a pretty 
divergent set of views with how we would approach this 
whole Land Bank versus CPA issue. The members of this 
committee set aside their interests in their particular 
spectrum of work — be it housing, open space, or historic 
preservation — to look at this thing as a whole ... to best 
serve the town. We've come up with a proposal that is 
imanimously supported by this group. This is one of the 
better town processes that I've been involved with." 

Mr Hayes then read the committee's one-page 
recommendation which they presented to the board: "The 
Community Preservation Act Organizing Committee has 
voted unanimously to recommend to you that the town 
seek adoption of the Community Preservation Act (CPA) 
at the April Annual Town Meeting and the May Town 
Election. The committee further recommends that 2 
percent be the assessment amount. The town has demon- 
strated a comfort level with this amount through the Land 
Bank assessment." 

Adoption of the CPA would require a Town 
Meeting vote, according to Mr. Hayes, along with com- 
panion articles to establish an Historical Commission 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen, along with a Parks 
Commission — both of which are needed to implement 
the CPA. 

Mr. Hayes went on to say they hope to continue 
supporting the acquisition of open space in tandem with 
the newly-adopted CPA. "Our committee feels strongly

that open space should continue to receive funding at 
least matching what they have and would receive for the 
remainder of the town's commitment to the Land Bank, 
despite the fact that the CPA will supercede that previous 
vote," he said. 

According to Mr. Hayes, the Town of Marion's 
existing Land Bank generates about $200,000 a year to 
purchase open space. "We are into our second five-year 
period of the Land Bank," he said. "By adopting the CPA 
and setting our Land Bank legislation aside, we will 
continue to glean the $200,000 from the property tax 
surcharge and also get (matching) fimding from the state 
at a rate of 80 percent or roughly $160,000 a year In a 
sense, that extra $160,000 can be used for more open 
space, and / or housing, and / or historic preservation. If 
we don't do the CPA, that additional money will end up 
coming from taxpayers, so the impetus for doing this is to 
get the additional state funding." 

Mr. Hayes stressed that Marion taxpayers will see 
virtually no difference in their tax bills, since they will 
continue to take the same 2 percent previously allocated 
for the Land Bank to fund the CPA once adopted. "The 
only difference is we'll now get an additional 80 percent 
from the state," he said. 

"1 think it sort of sells itself once you imderstand 
it, but 1 think it's incumbent on us to help the people 
imderstand it," Selectman Jeffrey said, adding they 
should aggressively "get the word out" before the Annual 
Town Meeting vote.

help start the process and familiarize you with it." 

"I would certainly say that we are serious about 
affordable housing and we're willing to listen to any 
project that makes sense," Chairman Pierce said. 

"In going through our last hearings on 40B, one of 
the things I hope you bring to the table is a study on 
vehicle traffic ... I think it's very important," Selectman 
Jeffrey added. "Candidly, this town has a commitment to 
affordable housing and we'll support it if it's done right." 

Mr. DiBona said he expects the completed homes 
to run in the "low- to mid-$300,000 range," with seven of 
the imits to be earmarked as "affordable housing." 

The board thanked Mr. Freeman and Mr. DiBona 
for coming before them and recommended they meet 
with Stuart Richardson of the Marion Housing Committee 
to discuss their work-in-progress further. 

At 8:00 pm the board met with Scott Cowell 
regarding the status of his aquaculture license.

In other matters: 

• Mr Dolan said he received four responses to 
their Requests for Proposals (RFPs) for Town Counsel 
legal services by last Friday's deadline. 

"The responses fell into two categories: two very 
well-qualified firms and two lesser-qualified firms," Mr. 
Dolan said. "I'll note that our current Town Counsel 
elected not to submit a response to the RFP. The two 
better-qualified firms were Daley and Witten (of Duxbury, 
MA) and Kopelman and Paige (of Boston). Both proposed 
to bill the town on an hourly rate basis: $130 an hour for 
Daley and Witten; $145 an hour for Kopelman and Paige." 

Mr. Dolan noted that Attorney Jon Witten of 
Daley and Witten had previously been employed as 
Marion's Special Coimsel in the recent Chapter 40B 
housing issue and Kopelman and Paige, recently hired as 
Town Coimsel for Mattapoisett, is a well-known and well- 
qualified firm dealing with municipal law. 

Selectman Henry recused himself from the 
meeting at this point citing a "potential conflict of inter- 
est." 

"I know both firms, I think they're both quali- 
fied," Selectman Jeffrey said. "But I would recommend 
the firm of Daley and Witten. Although they aren't 
capable of handling all aspects of (municipal law), I think 
you'll get a good product at a lower cost. If needed, we 
can certainly hire a special coimsel to handle other 
matters as we've done in the past."

placement on the April Town Election ballot is March 7. 

Lastly, Mr. Huntoon announced that the Red Sox 
World Series Championship Trophy will be coming to 
Rochester on Saturday, March 19 from 8:00 to 9:00 am in 
the Memorial School Gymnasium. This special one-time 
showing has been coordinated by State Senator Joan 
Menard's office. Although the boards previously dis- 
cussed the possibility of having the trophy for a joint tri- 
town celebration at the last Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting, 
the Red Sox organization is only able to coordinate these 
visits on a town-by-town basis. 

"I've already talked to Police Chief Paul Magee 
and he'll make sure there's appropriate security that day," 
Mr. Huntoon said. He hopes to have more information 
about the event as the date approaches. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Deb and Dan 
Clark, abutters to the proposed boat ramp off Mary's 
Pond Road, to voice their concerns over the project. Ms. 
Clark said she was disappointed that the project details 
were only recently made known to them about a month or 
two ago. 

"Apparently this was ... approved several years 
ago," Ms. Clark said. "(This) property belonged to our 
mother ... and it was given to the town for conservation 
purposes. (When) the article went before Town Meeting, it 
had a very different spin on it. I'm not sure how that 
happened. My concern is really not so much as an abutter, 
but more just as a town resident." 

Selectman Morse said he met with Doug 
Cameron of the state's Public Access Board which is 
overseeing the project, and he doesn't think the current 
proposal is as detrimental as residents think. He under- 
stands that many abutters are concerned about the 
potential parking issues resulting from the project. 

"They're going to be fixing the edge (of the

said. "As far as moving it to the other end, I agree I'd 
rather see it on the other end but it's not going to be. It's 
not going to be a boat ramp, it's going to be a walking 
track down to the beach. This is for car-top canoes ... and 
we have to provide access to the pond." 

"I'm very disappointed that this all took place 
behind closed doors and the public was not aware of 
this," Ms. Clark reiterated. "It all soimds a little shady to 
me." 

"I can tell you there were numerous public 
meetings on this," Chairman Laboa said. 

Another potential problem, according to Ms. 
Clark, is that the boat access ramp will likely draw greater 
numbers of fishing enthusiasts, especially during the peak

fishing season. She wanted to Imow how this would be 
enforced. 

"(Laurell Farinon) told me there was some 
concern about Perry's Lane (because) there's been some 
problems policing there," Ms. Clark said. "How is that 
going to affect our (abutting) property?" 

Other abutters present also expressed doubts over 
the six or seven allocated parking spaces being able to 
accommodate upwards of 20 cars which are known to 
park there during peak fishing times. As such, they're 
likely to park on neighboring private property. 

"I think it's pretty naive of us to assume that it's 
just going to be six or seven canoes gaining access to the 
pond," Ms. Clark said. "More people fish in boats than 
they do in canoes ... (and) we need to provide the access." 

"It doesn't look like the abutters knew about 
this," Selectman Nunes said. "It would have been nice if 
these issues had been addressed when the decision was 
made (to approve the project)." 

"The only solution I see is to bring Doug 
Cameron down here (for another meeting) and post it," 
Selectman Morse said. 

Mr. Huntoon said he will contact Doug Cameron 
and schedule a follow-up meeting with him and the 
abutters as soon as possible.

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Baby Boom

Million Dollar Baby. Starring Clint Eastwood, Hilary 
Swank, and Morgan Freeman. Directed by Clint Eastwood. 
Running time: 137 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Over the past few years, I've said a few times that Clint Eastwood is 
in the Autumnal stage of his career — the period wherein his movies have 
started coming to grips with old age, loss, death. Million Dollar Baby, which 
a lot of people are convinced is his masterpiece, may be Eastwood's most 
Autumnal work yet: gritty, dark, melancholy, on speaking terms with 
failure and regret. By now, Eastwood and his longstanding tight unit of 
collaborators are incapable of making a slipshod movie; this one is, as 
usual with Clint, measured and solid and expertly acted. But it left me cold 
nonetheless. Eastwood is attempting something major here, but the script 
isn't complex enough to support it, and nobody here really does anything 
he or she hasn't done before. 

Consider the heroine, Maggie Fitzgerald, a poor but plucky Southern 
gal played by Hilary Swank at her pluckiest. Maggie, at 31, wants to be a 
boxer. She may not have the moves yet, but she has Heart, and, as a century 
of sports movies will tell you. Heart is all you need. Maggie comes from 
bona fide White Trash, characterized here with possibly the most blatant 
set of caricatures in any Eastwood-directed film since Sudden Impact. But 
Maggie herself is Good and Pure, with scarcely a flicker of ambition or 
greed clouding her path. She just wants to Be Someone. She just wants to 
Fight. 

Eastwood, as creaky "cut man" and gym owner Frankie Dunn, just 
wants to Be Left Alone. Yes, Clint is the Irascible Old Coot Who Won't Give 
Our Heroine a Chance. But Maggie keeps coming to the gym, and before 
long, Frankie's old friend and gym janitor Scrap (Morgan Freeman) starts 
sneaking her lessons after hours. Oh, what a challenging role this is for 
Morgan Freeman, who gets to Be Wise and Keep His Own Counsel and 
Narrate the Movie. Scrap is an old softy, and, it turns out, so is Frankie, who 
eventually consents to train Maggie. 

There is a Training Montage. There are Decisive Boxing Matches, 
most of which Maggie wins in the first round. There is Foreshadowing: 
Frankie has a thing about not taking risks with his fighters, because of 
Scrap'sownSadBackstory involving the loss of sight in his right ey e . There 
is even a Villain, in the person of dirty-fighting former prostitute Billie 
"The Blue Bear" (Lucia Rijker), this movie's Mr. T to Maggie's Rocky. Billie 
is so black she has cornrows, and has a nasty habit of sucker-punching her 
opponents even after they've fallen to the canvas. We know, unless this is 




our first movie, that Maggie and Billie are due for a clash of the titans. 

What we may not foresee is the Plot Twist, of which much has been 
made. Don't worry, 1 won't spoil it. It certainly kicks Million Dollar Baby off 
its expected track, turning the movie into a lugubrious meditation on Life 
and the Meaning of Same. A priest is consulted. The movie's already dark 
lighting scheme goes all the way into shadow. Eastwood holds melodrama 
at arm's length with his usual leathery reserve, but it lurks in the movie's 
comers. Maggie's family is brought on for more jeering, accompanied by 
a Sleazy Lawyer. Eastwood may be trying for archetypes here, the way he 
did in Unforgi ueii , but in that movie (which 1 consider his true masterpiece) 
he dug around inside the archetypes, casting off the mythological cobwebs 
that had gathered around them. This movie replaces that with lazy 
screenwriting (based on stories by F.X. Toole, which 1 haven't read); it's as 
if scripter Paul Haggis took a hard left turn towards catastrophe because 
he didn't know any other way to avoid a cliched finale, but he just trades 
one cliche for another. 

Million Dollar Baby is certainly a somber enough piece of work to 
explain all the accolades and award nominations. But, to paraphrase 
Frankie, somber ain't everything. This is Eastwood's weakest work in 
years, perhaps because it yokes itself to a hot-button theme instead of a 
story that resonates. 1 also think the movie might' ve been more touching 
witnacastof unknowns : The reasonwewereabletobuy Sylvester Stallone 
as a broken-down, below-poverty-level contender in the first Rocky is that, 
at the time, that wasn't far from his reality. Stallone also managed to write 
a denouement (if we forget about the sequels) in which failure and reaUsm 
co-existed with triumph and a dream fulfilled. Here, we have rich Holly- 
wood actors shuffling around in the gloom of expensively grimy sets, 
pretending they live there, and at the end, the characters have to pretend 
to make a hard choice, though, when you think about it later, the script 
leaves them no other choice.
